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PLANS TO GET 


If plans proposed toy the farm bu­ 
reau are carried out, 
a chemistry 
laboratory will be conducted in con­ 
nection 
with 
the 
Farm Bureau's 
work so that orchardists can secure 
chemical tests of manure. 
It is 
proposed to put the handling of or­ 
chard fertilizers upon a strictly bus­ 
iness and scientific basis. 
For some time orchardists have 
been complaining to County Sealer 
McPhee that, large proportions of the 
manure delivered in their orchards 
are water and dirk 
The 
custom 
here is to buy and sell barnyard 
manure by the ton. 
It is proposed to change the basis 
of buying and selling to the extent 
that the value of a ton of manure 
will vary in accordance with the per­ 
centage of nitrogen and other fertil­ 
izer units that it contains. 
Nothing 
tout a chemical analysis can deter­ 
mine this value. 
If the plan is put into operation, 
several samples will be taken from 
each car of fertilizer, and these sam­ 
ples will determine the real value of 
that car of manure for orchard pur­ 
poses.

The Walnut worms are doing their 
worst right now. 
In the orchards 
where arsenical spray or dust has 
been used, the worms are taking* a 
chance on death with every' bit of 
walnut hull they 
eat. 
In 
the 
orchards where no control methods 
have been used, ttoe worms are mer­ 
rily chewing their wmy to the ker­ 
nels of the nuts. 
The fight ag ain st the pest is be­ 
ing conducted under the guidance 
of state officials. 
Prof H. J. Quay Ie 
is head of the directing force, and he 
has three expert assistants. 
They 
are Paul H. Kerri ck of the Riverside 
experiment station, George Vansel, 
loaned by the Kentucky experiment 
station and Roy K. Bishop of Or­ 
ange, a thoroughly trained entomolo­ 
gist. 
Dusting and spraying for the sec­ 
ond brood of codling moth worms is 
now about over with. 
It was plan­ 
ned toy tho experts to have the poi­ 
son placed on the trees in tim e to 
catch the brood of worms that is now 
feeding. 
There 
are 
three broods 
thatched out each summer, and the 
one that floes the most damage, be­ 
cause it is the biggest, is the sec­ 
ond brood, which is now at its max­ 
imum batch. 
Most of the walnut shells are well 
enough formed now so that the worm 
cannot bore straight into the kernel. 
However, the pesky borer too often 
finds the tender stem end of the 
shell and gets through 
that 
way. 
The September brood does not do 
nearly so much damage as the brood 
now at work. 
The poison that is spread upon a 
tree covers the hulls of the green 
walnuts. When the eggs laid toy the 
codling moth hatch out, the worms 
Ret to work on the .hull.

In. tile worm gets a taste of the 
poison and that kills him.

In each of these orchards 
plats have been arranged and nu­ 
merous experiments are being made, 
some with dusting for the first brood 
only, some dusting for the second 
brood only, some dusting for both 
broods, some where sprays are us­ 
ed. some where nothing at. all 
is 
done, etc. 
Absolute checks on costs 
are being kept so that it will be de­ 
termined exactly how much it costs 
per tree to dust and spray and how 
many pounds of walnuts per tree are 
saved by spraying and dusting, and 
what sprays and dusts are the most 
effective. 
Walnuts grown on each 
plat will he picked up 
separately, 
and the good and the bad nuts will 
all be counted. 
The experiments are being carried 
on in the Stevens and Urookshank 
orchards at Tustin, the Madbury or­ 
ch ard northeast of Santa Ana and 
the Brown orchard on North Main 
street.

24. 
The fact that the man is a 
negro is likely of itself to prevent 
him from having that consideration 
before the law w'hich a white man in 
his humble position might receive. 
‘I t seems that when a negro is 
the culprit, 
that 
the white man 
feels it his peculiar privilege to in­ 
dulge in any amount of brutality, a 
habit which has aroused deep and 
increasing resentment 
among

more intelligent of the negroes. 
“There also is sure to be a com­ 
parison of this case with that of

many murders and has escaped the 
death penalty through a technicality 
The importance* of the confession 
under pressure is also understood to' 
he negligible.

citizen who consents

with the hangman for the deAth of 
the victim.

g reat register. 
The August prim aries are of im portance to O range County. 
F o r instance, voters of every party and those who have not stated 
a p arty affiliation can vote on the sta te judiciary contests. 
One of 
those contests concerns the political fate of an O range County m an, 
Judge W. H. Thom as of S anta Ana, who is a justice of the appellate 
court and is seeking return to th a t place. 
In the first, and third super­ 
visorial d istricts every voter who goes to the polls can vote upon 
supervisor. 
To R epublicans particularly the prim aries are of great conse­ 
quence, for the prim aries will determ ine w hether Judge Sw ing of El 
C entro or B. W. Sinclair of San Diego is to have the Republican nom i­ 
nation for congressm an, and w hether A. J. W allace, Sam uel Shortridge 
or W illiam K ent is to have the R epublican nom ination for U nited S tates 
Senator. 
To the registered Republicans of the senatorial d istrict is left the 
decision as to which of two R epublicans, A ssem blym an W alter Eden 
and H. B. W oodrough, will rep resen t th is d istrict in the sta te senate for 
the next four years.

At least one registration clerk is to be found in every com­ 
m unity of the county.

voters keep com ing in.
